The Library has been kept open in term time from 7:20 a.m. to 
9 p.m. on class days, from 8 a.m. to 6 p.m. on Saturdays; during 
the summer session from 7:30 a.m. to 5 p.m. class days, 8 a.m. to 
12 m. Saturdays; during the vacation periods from 8 a.m. to le m. 
closed Sundays and Holidays. 
dditions There have been added to the shelves during the year 4400 
volumes; an increase of 1251 over last year. Of these additions 
525 were purchases [last year 2870] ,3%97% cifts [last year 613], 
318 added by binding [last year 486], and 263 government documents.

The “ibrary Committee in making a substantial saving in their askings 
for the coming year have kept in mind that maintenance costs should not be 
reduced below a point where resulting deterioration would necessitate ul- 
timately greater uutley than the original cost, (e.2.-our binding of back 
files of magazines hag heretofore been mainteined at a hich level - our- 
teailment of binding has been adopted as a temporary policy).

Six months ago Dr, Duke made clear the necessity of adjusting our 
work to a long-term economic condition with no damage to efficiency. 
In thinking of an emergency that may last over the decision of more 
than one year he suggested that students be made ready to carry on 
the work of Mrs. Carlson, who will be leaving in June. 

We are able te meet this “iffieult situation by the excellent 
spirit of the staff - both new and old - in their willingness to pre- 
pare themselves to undertake greater responsibilities and to assist in 
the treining of the eight new students - tc enter into a program next 
year of efficiency, economy and careful application of *uties,. 


The death of our President, Dr. Vietor LeRoy Dulce, which occurred 
on Mareh 3, 1933, was not only a great loss to the Library but a personal 
grief to all the members of the staff, For more than seventeen years he 
hes conducted the affairs of the Library with wistom and kindness. To all 
members of the staff ~- down through the years - he hes endeered himself 
in no ordinary degree. 

Now that he can look backward and forwerd and envision an endlecs 
suceession of his students pushing forward the boundaries of understanding, 
and enriching humen life by aiding in the cultivetion of truth and beauty, 
he must feel that he has accomplished the aim which he set before himself, 

Our aim is to have the vision and willingness to held to the high 
purpose which he has set for us.

beok, end pamphlets.

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REPORT OF THE CATALOG DEPARTMENT 
May 1, 1935 - April 30, 1936 


The work of the catalog department has been defined in previous reports, 
and the statisttal report attached herewith shows the amount of work done 
during the past year. For the most part, this year has been a time for the 
continuation of projects previously started, some of which have heretofore 
hed very little time devoted to them. 


Fach month a list of the new books added to the library during the month has 
been typed, and given to the Librarian. This list does not include added 
copies. 


About fifteen hundred reference and analytical cards, and many additional 
subject cards have been added to the catalog. These have added materially to 
the usefulness of the catalog, but there is still much of this work to be done. 


Series cards are being added to the catalog. For the past five years the 
cataloger has kept a file of the books added to the library which belong in 
special series. These are filed under the name of the series. With these as 
a basis, much work has been done in determining and listing ali the books in 
the library in a specific series. As soon as the work on a series is completed, 
a card is typed with the name of the series as the heading; then, is listed 
the call number, author, title, and date of each book in the series. As this 
entails much careful research work, it progresses slowly. To date some twenty 
series have been completed. Information concerning other series in the library 
may be found by consulting the work file in the catalog room. As is the usual 
cataloging procedure no cards are made for publishers' series. 


The cards of the catalog are being checked card by card, and matched with 
the Library of Congress "Subject headings" in order to have a uniformity of 
headings in the catalog. At the same time the filing is checked. If different 
forms of 2 personal name, a government body, a corporation, an association, etc., 
hes been used these are changed so only one form appears. If reference cards 
for subjects, pseudonyms, compound names, etc., are needed these are typed. 

The Library of Congress "Subject headings" is marked for all subjects not per- 
sonal names, and geographical names. Many miscellaneous corrections are made 

at the seme time. This very necessary work cannot be done by student helpers, 
but by a trained staff member. As it is "fill in" work, and, also, must be done 
slowly and carefully there is still much to do. To date about eighteen drawers 
of the catalog have been checked. 


In checking the accession record it was found that there were a number of 
books without catalog or shelf cards. The necessary cards were made, but a num- 
ber of such books were missing. Shelf cards were made for these from the access- 
jon record information, and a noteto thet effect was typed on each. These cards 

| were filed in the shelf list. Eventually these will be officially withdrawn, 

| if the books are not found. In the statistics accompanying this report will be 

I found the item "Offical shelf list (Temporary cerds) 178" under the heading "Cards 
filed in shelf lists." This is a reference to the above.

In November, 1935, it was decided to discontinue making cards for a public 
shelf list. Some four thousand cards had been completed in the past year and 
a helf. At some future date the catalog department should have adequate quart- 
ers near the stacks and card catalog. This will bring the official shelf list, 
which is a necessary tool of the catalog department, near the loan and reference 
workers; thus, it can be used as a subject catalog making the public shelf list 
unnecessary. 


A complete inventory was begun in November, 1925, and that portion consist- 
ing of matching the books with the shelf cards was completed in April, 1956. Cards 
with the call number, accession number, author and title were typed for all miss- 
ing books, and these cards have been used in a consistent search. Each time they 
are stamped with the date of searching. After the books have been searched for 
at least four times at intervals of from one-two weeks, the shelf cards aré merk- 
ed with a missing note, the number of missing books in each class is then counted. 
On the "missing book" card is typed "missing in inventory" with the date, and the 
cards are then filed in the "Lost Book" file. This searching is still in process for 


-clesses 800 and 900. 


It is expected that the work for this next year will be a continuation of the 
projects started, in addition to the routine work of cataloging.

Most of these periodicals are bound and become a valunrble 
addition to the reference collection, They are adequately in 
dexed in the following indexes now on our subscription list: 
Agricultural Index, Book Review Digest, Dramatic Index, Education 
Index, Essay and General Literature Index, Reader's Guide to 
Periodocal Literature, Magazine Subject Index, and the Inter- 
national Index. We now have 6471 bound volumes of magazines 
which provide a fair working collection. 


In order that a professor may be safe in requesting a student 
to consult a certain nuthority, he places his list of books on 
reserve. The period of loan on these books varies from one hour 
to three days according to the length of the assignment and the 
number of copies available. This year 3,993 volumes have been 
used on the reserve shelves, 

For a record of reserved books see appended sheet No. 7. 


Notices have been sent out promptly for overdue books, thus 
keeping the books loaned in useful circulation and in the hands 
of the students when needed. 

This year 2,740 notices have been sent out. The fines have 
anounted to three hundred dollars. (This includes an estimate from 
May 15 to' June 30.) 


At the beginning of the school year the Freshmen come to the 
Library in small groups and are given a friendly introduction to 
their library by members of the staff stationed in each department. 

Following this, the Librarian conducts = one hour c urse in 
the use of the Library each week throughout the year which gives 
the student a working knowledge of such major tools of the Library 
as the card catalog, dictionaries, magazines, indexes, and other 
reference books, 


Since September, 1931, most of the {1800 formerly used to pay 
the salary of the third full time assistant has been applied to 
the student staff fund, with the understanding that any portion 
of it may be recalled if the efficiency of the work requires it. 
This vear we have used $150.00 of the above mentidned fund to pay 
Mr. George Stevens who has taken charge of the Library from 7:00 
to 9:45 at least two evenings a weck. 

The personnel of the staff was enriched for a short time this 
fall by the assistance of two of our 1935 graduates, who offered 
their services gratis for the experience they would gain. Miss 
Leona Arth (a graduate of Drexel Library School, June 1936), and 
Miss Margaret Bristow (a graduate of Divarside Library School, 
August, 1936). Both of these internships were cut short in 
November by their appointments to paying positions on the staff 
of our Public Library.

The aid provided through the N.Y.A. ($3067.68) has been of 
great advantage especiaily in providing enough extra helpers 
to supervise the study hall and the checking desk (opposite the 
loan desk).

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REPORT OF THE CATALOG DEPARTMENT 


May 1, 1936 - April 30, 1937 


The work of the catalog department has been defined in 
previous reports, especially in the first paragraph of the 
report for 1984-35. The statistical report attached, herewith, 
Shows the amount of work done during the present year. 


The care of the new acquisitions is the first concern 
of the department, but it has been possible to devote mech 
tine to checking the cataloging of books already in the library, 
but whose cataloging has been inadequate for the subject natter. 
Wany new subject cards have been added, and over 550 analytical, 
reference, and series cards, These aid materially in making ac- 
cessible the naterials of the library, and it is to such work 
that the term "recataloging" is applied. ‘York on some 1600 
books has been completed this year. 


In October, 1936, it was decided to resume the making of 
a public shelf list. This project had been discontinued in the 
autum of 1935, This necessitated mach additional work in check 
ing which would have been unnecessary has the project been 
continued, 


Two major cooperative projects required about a month of 
the cataloger's time, One was the checking of the periodicals 
in the library for the revision of the "Union list of periodi- 
cals in the librartes of Southern California," The other was 
a checking of all continuations, not in the periodical list, 
for a "Union list of serials" of the same sectional libraries. 


It is hoped that rmmch more progress may be possible in 
the recataloging project during the next year,

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The functions of the library so far as they concern the use of 
books are; 


(1) To furnish books required for collateral reading; 

(2) To furnish and to promote the use of books for voluntary 
reading; 

(3) To provide a comprehensive selection of authoritative 
books covering all fields of knowledge; 

(4) To train students in the use of the library materials 
and to integrate the library with the instructional 
program. 


For the past three years, it has not been possible to undertake 
to carry out Nos, 2 and 3 of the above functions. We have had to 
restrict our duties to those functions which we could successfully 
perform within the limits of our budget and our personnel, and, even 
then, we have not been able to fully meet those needs. We have had 
to scrutinize proposals, as, materials for graduate work made by 
professors for additions to the responsibilities of fhe library, and. 
have had to indicate those which may be undertaken within the limits 
of our budget. We have asked them to keep these suggestions in mind 
for future larger budgets. The library looks upon each member of the 
faculty, as, in a real sense, a member of the library staff, and as 
responsible with it for the selection of the proper books, and for 


their use, 


Your librarian has conferred with each member of the faculty 
to learn the most important needs to meet the demands of his teaching 
requirements for the coming year, with the result that an increase of 
¢925,00 is desirable, 


Before the depression, our budget allowed for the purchase of 
books for the functions mentioned in Nos, 2 and 3 above, which are now 
being supplemented by books borrowed fromour city library. Since the 
depression, we have also added graduate work to our curriculum which 
needs additional budget provision, This is being partially met by in- 
ter~library loans, especially from the University of California and the 
State Library at Sacramento, but there is no reservoir to supply de 
partmental needs, It is, therefore, essential that we ask for an 
increase of nine hundred and twenty-five dollars, (925,00) for the 
departmental budget, as outlined on the following page,

To the President: 


The following report of the library is for the. 
year 1937-48. 


The library has been kept open during the winter 
sessions from 7:30 A. M. to 9:45 P. M. on class days; 
from 6:00 A. M. to 5:50 P. M. on Saturdays; from 2:00 
P. M. to 5200 P. Me. on Sundays. Since Nohember it has 
been closed during the dinner hour on class dsys. 
During the sumuer session it was opened from 7:50 A.M. 
to 6:00 P. HM. om class days, and from 8:06 A. M. to 
12:00 M. on Saturdays. During the intersessions and 
vacation; periods it was opened to the public from 
8:00 de M. to 12:00 M. and closed on. holidays. 


There have been added to the shelves during the 
year, May 1, 1927 - April 30, 1938, 2331 volumes

REPORT OF THE CATALOG DEPARTMENT

Report of the Librarian 


To the President: 


The past year has been one of great activity and achievement in 
the library. The increased book budget has entailed much additional work 
on tho part of the staff, but this has bcen carried cheerfully and well. 


if, & PERSONNEL: 


Miss Eleanor Symmes, librarian, was granted a year's leave of 
absence at the June 1938 meeting of the Board of Trustees, and Miss 
Esther Hile was continued as Acting Librarian, Two new professional 
people were added to the staff. Miss Hazel Rea was appointed catalog 
librarian. Her training and experience have made her an especially 
valuable member of the staff, She has accepted the heavy and trying 
problems of our catalog situation in a most commendable manner. Miss 
Jean Cook was made loan librarian, and she, too, has done very ac=- 
ceptable work, 

For many years the library had been greatly handicapped by the 
lack of an office secretary, This deficiency was overcome in the ap- 
pointment of Mrs, Vera Bream, Her ability, training and experience make 
it possible for her to assume all the clerical, business and secretarial 
detail in ordering and processing the books, This relieves the profes- 
sional staff of many tasks which could not be wholly entrusted to student 
assistants. 

The student staff was considerably cut this year. As additional 
work necessitated, new members were added, ‘There are some very acceptable 
workers on this staff, and they have rendered valuable service... It has 
been the policy to employ only those who can be profitably employed and 
supervised. (For list of the library personnel see Appended sheet no. 1) 


LIBRARY COMMITTEE: 


The membership of the library committee was as follows:

’ The members of the committee met for five meetings during the year, 
The business of greatest importance was the study of the book collestion, 
department needs, and allocating the departmental funds so as to meet these 
needs, A complete report of this study is on file in the Librarian's of= 
fice. At the last meeting the proposed budget for 1939-40 was worked out 
and voted. (For the proposed budget for 1929-40 and the 1938-39 budget 
see Appended sheet no. 2. For the departmental allocation of funds see 
Appended sheet no, 3)

CIRCULATION AND REFERENCE: 


For the first time since 1932-33 it has been possible to have a 
librarian, Miss Jean Cook, in charge of the loan and reference work. 
THE LIBRARY OF THE 
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This has made it possible to render a much better service to the patrons. 
Statistics of circulation have been kept, as have studies in the use of 

the library. The loan librarian and her staff have completely revised 

and brought up to date the reserved book files and have rendered a valuable 
service in revising the "Missing Book" file, and in searching for missing 
books, She, also, has charge of the inter-library loan service, the in- 
formation file, the checking of incoming periodicals, the book and bul- 
letin board displays, the shelving of books, the repairing and rebinding 
of books. (A detailed report of the Loan Librarian is on file in the 
Librarian's office.) 


1. HOURS: The library has been open during the winter session from 
7:30 A. M. to 6:00 P. M, and from 7:00 P. M. to 9:45 P. M. on class days; 
from 8:00 A. M. to 5:00 P. M. on Saturdays and from 2:00 P. M. to 5:00 P. M. 
on Sundays. During the summer session it was open from 7:45 A. M. to 
4:00 P. M, Between sessions and vacation periods it is open to the public 
from 8:00 A. M. to 12:00 M., and closed on holidays. 


2, PERIOD OF LOAN: This year we have had the following types of 
books for circulation: Fourteen day, Seven day, Overnight, and Desk. 
Previous to this year the fourteen and seven day books were twenty-eight 
and three day respectively, Our reserved book system is not satisfactory. 
There should be fewer books on reserve, a.i those few more closcly super- 
vised. There is a tendency on the part of some members of the faculty to 
place books on reserve which probably cou’. be used to better advantage 
from the stacks. 


3. FINES: The following fines are charged on overdue books: 

Fourteen day: Two cents a day. 

Seven day: Ten cents a day. 

Desk, overnight and reference: Twenty-five cents per hour for 
the first two hours, ten cents per hour for each hour the 
library is open thereafter, and fifty cents for each night. 

Periodicals: Ten cents a day. 


4, STATISTICS: Beginning with September statistics of circulation 
were kept. (See appended sheet no, 4) 


5. INTER-LIBRARY LOANS: Books are frequently borrowed from other 
libraries for the use of our faculty and graduate students. We have bore 
rowed séxty-ft¥e such books this past year. (See Appended sheet no. 4)

CLASSIFICATION AND CATALOGING: 


Miss Rea began work in the department on July 18. There have been 
from six to eight student-assistants on the staff, All the work pertain- 
ing to the classification and cataloging of books, and their preparation 
for use is centered in this department. The filing and care of the card 
catalog and shelf lists are also tre catcolog librarian's responsibilities. 
(For the report of the catalog librarian see Appended sheet no. 5. For 
the number of books cataloged this year and the number added in each class 
see Appended sheet no, 6, and for the total number of books in the library 
in each class see Appended sheet no. 7)

The ordering, embossing, and accessioning of books centers in the 
librarian's office. The book selection is done largely by the faculty under 
her supervision. This past year a full time secretary was added to the 
staff, and it is largely due to her exceptional efficieney that it has been 
possible to carry on the greatly expanded work of this department. She has 
been able to assume all the clerical and business details in ordering and 
accessioning, thus relieving the librarian for book selection and administra- 
tive activities. : 


%. GIFTS: The most outstanding gift has been the income from the 
Hornby gift to the University which has made the enlarged library program 
possible, This gift of approximately $12,000.00 has been used for new 
stacks ($3700.00), new wings to loan desk ($150.00), two new information 
files ($127.40), and the balance has been or will be spent for books and 
periodicals. The income from the Eldridge M. Lyon Foundation has provided 
$300.00 for economics books. 

The Hispanic Society of America presented the library with twenty- 
six good books, This material adds greatly to the Latin American history 
and literature fields, 

Rev. J. D. Springston presented the largest gift, which consisted 
of 218 volumes. 119 of these were added copies, and 99 were new titles. 

Professor Edith Hill and Dr. Dorothy Page were among the donors of 
larger gifts. The Biology Department gave to the library some forty-two 
books which they had purchased with department funds, or which were personal 
copies. 

Mr. Lester BE. Mitchell gave forty books on journalism. The quality 
of this gift made it exceptionally acceptable. 

The Kappa Sigma Sigma fraternity presented about forty volunes. 

(For the names of all donors see Appended sheet no. 10) 


2. PERIODICALS: There have been 482 periodical subscriptions re- 
ceived currently. 329 are paid subscriptions, and 153 are gifts. 47 of 
these latter are periodicals issued by the federal government and are re- 
ceived through the depository. 558 volumes have been bound during the 
year. This includes many volumes which were not bound previously because 
of mbssing numbers. There has been an effort to fill in missing numbers 
and volumes where only a few are needed to complete a file or a portion 
of a file. 


3¢ GOVERNMENT DOCUMENTS: This year the government documents have 
been cared for by the acting librarian rather than in the catalog depart- 
ment as previously. A number of very important documents were added by 
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Page four 


purchase and by gift. Among these were the first eighteen volumes of the 
Annals of Congress, several volumes of the Reports and Writings of the 
American Historical Association, a large number of the publications of the 
Geological Survey. Some documents were given on exchange to several of the 
colleges of Southern California. These libraries have throughout the years 
aided us materially in filling in our files of documents. (For statistics 
of Government Documents see Appended sheet no. 11) 


4, PAMPHLETS: Most of the pamphlets received are assigned subject 
headings and entered in the information file under this subject. Others 
which seem of greater value are classified and cataloged, and placed in the 
ag (For a record of the pamphlets in this library see Appended sheet 
no. 8 


EXPENDITURES ; 


The expenditures for the year are not included in this report, but 
Appended sheet no, 2 gives the budget for 1938-39. a complete financial 
report will be submitted at the end of the fiscal year, June 30, 1939. 


EQUIPMENT : 


A new floor of steel stacks was added, which increased the book 
Capacity to approximately 68,500. These stacks were installed by the J. L. 
Davidson Co. 

Two new wings were added to the loan desk, and the latter was 
moved from its former position by the door to the center of the foyer. It 
is now possible to supervise the two reading rooms from the loan desk. 

Two new information files were added. The pamphlets which were 
filed in these had previously been kept on the shelves in the stacks. This 
makes the usage of pamphlets far more efficient, and relieves stack space 
as well as improving the appearance of the latter. 

We replaced two typewriters with one new machine and one rebuilt. 

A large bulletin board was purchased, as was 4 smaller one for the 
desk, A display case for new books was also added, 

The office of the librarian was moved from the second floor to the 
first floor and a door was cut through the wall between this office and the 
catalog room. The room previously used as an office was made into a graduate 
and faculty reading room. A telephone in the Librarian's office with an 
extension at the loan desk has added grea: y to the convenience of patrons 
and staff. 


GENERAL: 


A list of the new titles and editions added to our shelves has been 
mimeographed usually weekly. This list has been sent to the members of the 
faculty, library committee, and to A. K. Smiley Library. . 

A number of projects have been brought to conclusion, and others are 
in process. Several important studies were made of the book collection, 
and of the finances. A thorough count by classes of the books entered in 
the shelf list was made. The result of this count may be found on Appended 
sheet no, 7 of thie report. A study was made of the budgets of the College 
and Library from July 1, 1926 to date. These pudget figures may be found on 
Appended sheet no, 13. Another study was that of expenditures for the same 
period, This latter does not include the present fiscal year as these 
figures cannot be obtained until June 30, 1939, See Appended sheet no. 12. 
(The year July 1, 1926, has been used as a beginning date because it was the 
year the library was moved into the new building, and the first year for 
which adequate records are available).

Throughout the years books have been received by gift in the library 
which were duplications or were not needed at the time. These have been as- 
sembled in one location and a card file made which lists them by author. Book 

requests are checked with this file before ordering. 

Prior to this year there has been no adequate record kept of con= 
tinuations and gifts. The former have now been completely checked and en- 
tered on a temporary record, To fill in these files many volumes have been 
purchased, Those which could be received by gift have for the most part 
been obtained, At present a gift file is being made. Because there has been 
much embarrassment concerning gifts and donors, the accession record is 
being checked from the beginning, and the gift cards will indicate all ac- 
cessioned gifts from the time of the foundation of the library. Hereafter 
the record will indicate the total number of gifts presented regardless of 
whether or not they are accessioned. 

It has been impossible in the past to properly sort and evaluate a 
great many government documents, books, pamphlets, etc. During the year this 
work has been almost completed. Many of the documents were given by exchange 
to other libraries, and those not needed for this purpose nor for our files 
were given to a second-hand dealer. In former years these documents should 
have been returned to the Superintendent of Documents, but that department 
can no longer take care of them, It is urirwful to destroy them, and the 
above disposal seemed wisest, 

Much material has been stored in ‘.e vault throughout the years, 
This has been very carefully sorted and ti. 4 wich has value has been prom 
perly filed. 

The office routine, ordering proceedure, files, and business records 
have been completely revised and reorganized. This adds greatly to the ef- 
ficiency of the work. 

A file is being assembled for future purchases of books. This file 
consists of instructors! requests which should be added as funds are available. 
The Shaw "List of Books for College Libraries" has been checked by a number 
of the departments, and such books as seemed desirable for our library have 
been entered in the file mentioned above. 

Another file of periodicals is being assembled, E,ch department is 
requested to check our holdings in his field and recommend these titles which 
he thinks should have the back files completed. 

The departmental allocation of book funds was based on a very care- 
ful study of the library holdings, course needs, the holdings of other li- 
braries, etc. The final distribution was made on the percentage basis rather 
than upon specific amounts, (See Appended sheet no. 3) 

Mrs. Bream, secretary to the Librarian, has had a large part in this 
work, and it has given her a very good understanding of the library, its 
routines and problems. 

CONCLUSION: I wish to take this opportwmity to thank all those who have helpet 
to make this a very enjoyable, and, I believe, a very profitable year. The 
relationships with the members of the library committee, the faculty, and the 
students have been most satisfying, The staff members have worked happily to- 
gether, thus freeing their energy for the betterment of the library. I have 
appreciated this opportunity for serving as acting librarian, and I hope this 
year may be only one of many in which marked progress 4s made,

I have the honor to submit the annual report as head of the library. 
This report covers the latter months of the administration of ian Esther 
Hile, Acting Librarian, and the opening months of the service of the 
present Librarian. The outstanding feature of the pericd under review is 
that there has been an almost complete turnover in the trained personnel of 


the library. 


PERSONNEL: 

From May 1 to August 31, 1939, Miss Hile continued as Acting vkctes, . 
From September 1, 1939, to the present Miss Hile has filled the position of 
Assistant Librarian. The present Librarian assumed his new duties on 
September 1, 2939, 

Miss Hazel Rea, a cataloger of unusual preparation and’ experience, tan 
minated her work with this library on August 31, 1939, From that date until 
October 22, 1939, Miss Jean Cook carried on the work of cataloging, resign- 
ing on the latter date to accept a position with thd Oregon State Library. 
Her work was then taken up by Mrs. Mary Ellis Klausner, a trained cataloger 
and an experienced one, who began work immediately. Mrs. Vera Richardson 
Bream, secretary to the librarian, resigned on February 1, 1940. The 
position was filled by the appointment of Miss Dorothy Johnson, who began 


work on March 11, 1940, with the title of Executive Assistant to the Librarian. 
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The point must be stressed that so large a number of changes of 
personnel in a small library is to be deplored. It means that appointees 
are paid by the University to learn their several jobs, and that they 
leave university service before they are giving in return that full measure 
of maximum service which only the persons quite familiar with their jobs 
after some experience in them are in a position to give. 

The student staff of helpers was maintained at the same strength 
this year as last. There has been found for these students abundant regular 
routine work, and in addition a variety of special jobs and particular 
assignments. The morale of the student staff shows a slow but steady rise, 
and certain individuals have given service of outstanding quality. Alice 
George and Barbara White assumed extra duties during part of the year and 
distinguished themselves. Mary Shaw and Hilda Ramseyer performed their 
work with the highest degree of conscientiousness and thoroughness, 

All employment given to students this year represented profitable 
employment from the point of view of library administration; that is to say, 
the tasks assigned were considered as both necessary and important. It is 
an axiom that no student work should be assigned that cannot be supervised 
and evaluated by the librarians when the job is completed. This policy was 
followed and the deduction made that the student workers were of unequal 
efficiency. The Librarian proposes for the future a system of grades and 
classification for efficiency, with differential rates of pay for the 
different classes of workers. A flat rate does not conduce to the best 
service of which students are capable, Rating reports on student work, 
compiled according to a new method, will be valuable records when placed on 


permanent file in the office of the placement director. 
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LIBRARY COMMITTEE:

These names represent the combined Library Committee members of the 
present and the preceding academic years. The Library Committee as of 
April 30, 1940, is shown by the underlined names. 

The committee met four times during the year to discuss budgets and 
talk over needs of the library other than financial ones, The proposed 
budget for the fiscal year 1940-41 is shown on appended sheet number 2. 


For the department allocation of funds see appended sheet number 3. 


CIRCULATION AND REFERENCE: 

The work of these two departments has this year been in charge of two 
successive persons, From May, 1939, until September, 1939, Miss Cook con- 
ducted this branch of the work. Commencing with September first, Miss Hile 
has administered it. 

Reference service in this library, considered as a full-time activity 
for well~prepared' and well~experienced librarians, is in its beginning 
phase. Much could here be written about the role of the reference librarian 
in supplementing the work of the classroom teachers and in initiating inter- 
ests which later come to fruition in classroom studies, For the present it 


is only necessary to say that the college which does not adequately finance 
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its reference work is rendering nugatory its purchases of books, its expendi- 
tures for cataloging, its money spent for lighting and heating the library. 
Books do not administer themselves; they will not of themselves satisfy 
undergraduate curiosity. Hence the reference librarian, who mediates between 
the student and the hooks, shows the one how ts reach the other, supplements 
and reinforces in a hundred different ways the results of classroom teaching, 
helps with the preparation of term papers, clarifies assignments originally 
obscure, locates the difficult beok, trains patiently the groping student to 
find materials for himself, suggests ideas to the bewildered or the empty, 
or yet again calls attention to a new book likely to interest a particular 
student. Reference work as it Gould be conducted in a liberal arts college 
of this size would be a fascinating field of labor. It would require the 
time of two trained librarians, individuals who knew every student on the 
campus by sight, by name, and with regard to his interests or lack of inter- 
ests. Two individuals, persistently working with tact and energy, could dy a 
great deal in the course of three er fours years to raise the intellectual 
tone ef the student body. At the present time any person in chafge of this 
branch of the work must of necessity spend nearly all of the time in supers 
wising the circulation desk ectivities. Phus the custodial function is 
stressed at the expense of the intellectual function, 

1. HOURS: The library has been open during the winter session from 
7:30 a.m. to 5:45 p.m. and from 7:00 p.m. to 9:45 p.m. on class days; from 
8:00 a.m. to 5:00 p.m. on Saturdays and from 2:00 p.m. to 5:00 p.m. on Sun- 
days. Three statistical studies carried out at different times during 
the year showed that the students use the library facilities with unequal 
intensity, as to the day of the week, and as to the hours of the several days. 


It would be an economy to the administration, and an incentive for the more 
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profitable use of students! time in the library, if slight reductions in the 
number of hours open were made at places where research data show such changes 
could justifiably be effected. 

2. PERIOD OF LOAN: Books have been administered this year, as they were 
last year, according to this classification of loans for circulation: four- 
teen-day books, seven-day books, overnight books, and desk reserves, 

As soon as possible a true reserve book room should be established, 
thus dispensing with the present small and inadequate desk reserve expedient. 
A true reserve book room will redound to the advantage of the teaching pro- 
gram, for it will guarantee the availability of wanted books, and it will 
afford space for administering magazines and newspapers, both of which types 
of material are, at this university, coming into increased prominence for 
teaching purposes. Finally, a true reserve book system will mean a reduction 
in the costs of administration by the prevention of thefts. In the last three 
years about sixteen hundred dollars worth of books have been removed from 
the library, the majority of which were taken from the open-shelf collateral 
room. A Scie in demand--a book wel! th required to be read--is a book that 
must ve protected. As the teaching methods depart more and more from the 
ust of student-owned text books, and move forward to the use of several or 
many key books, supplied by the library, the necessity for the protection 
of such books becomes evident. The establishment of survey courses, which 
require readings in a variety of books, and require duplicate copies, more- 
over, is still another factor that makes more space and sure protection 
insistent. 

The decision concerning the advisibility of putting on reserve any 


particular book is one which should rest with the librarian in charge of 
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circulation work. Books for suggested readings can te administered from 
the stacks to greater advantage than from the reserve shelves. The shorter 
period of lean as necessitated by reserve restrictions discourages use. 
Books for required readings should be under the direct control of the library 
staff at all times. Experience elsewhere has shown that some faculty members 
in liberal arts colleges entertain teo optimistic notions concerning the 
willingness of undergraduates to read recommended books placed on reserve, 
A book is not put on réserve, and kept on reserve, without a cost in time, 
energy and money which might well be spent otherwise to more advantage. 

3. FINES: The following fines are charged on overdue books: 

Fourteen-day books: Two cents a day. 

Seven-day books: Ten cents a day. 

Desk, overnight, and reference books: Twenty-five cents per 
hour for the first two hours, ten cents per hour for each 
huur the library is oper thereafter, and fifty cents for 
each night. 

Periodicals: Ten cents a day. 

4, STaTISTICS: As in the previous year, statistics of circulation were 
kept. (See appended sheet number 4 and appended sheet number 5) 
5. INTER-LIBRARY LOANS: For the period under review inter-library 


loans totaling thirty-six volumes were effected. (See appended sheet number 5) 


CLASSIFICATION AND CATALOGING: 

This branch of the work has had the attention of three well-trained and 
experienced workers during the period of time covered by this report. In the 
order of their employment they are: Miss Hazel Rea, Miss Jean Cook, and Mrs. 


Mary Ellis Klausner. 
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In the earlier history of this library much imperfect cataloging work 
was done, and thus a heritage of error remains. The subject headings must 
be revised and reformulated, the older accessions must be recataloged and 
reclassified. Some considerable progress with this triple task has been 
made this year. (See the report of the cataluger ad interim, appended 
sheet number 6.) The lesson is clear that unless further work in catalog- 
ing is entrusted to properly trained persons, future errors will be 
added to the present abundent stock, and confusion will be worse confounded. 

The data concerning the number of volumes classified and cataloged 
during the period under review are given post. (See appended sheet number 
8) 

While the card catalog of this collection remains in its present 
imperfect and unreliable condition it will not be pessible for this university 
to take part in any scheme looking to the production of a union cataleg of 
books in Southern California, since its faulty entries and non-existent 
books could net justifiably be published to the world as our book holdings. 

The qualifications for a cataloger in this library are as follows: 

She should have a bread and sound liberal arts training; she should possess 
a good knowledge of French and German; she should hold a certificate in 
librarianship from a Tyve I or Type II library school (preferably the 
former); and she should already have had two or three years satisfactory 
experience as a cataloger in a college or university library. The position 
should be made attractive enough for her te be willing to remain a minimum 


of a period of four years duration.

The ordering, embossing, and accessioning of books centers in the 
librarian's office. The book selection is done largely by the faculty with 
the librarian's cooperation. 

1. GIFTS: A number of examples of fine printing, the work of distin- 
guished typographers of the Pacific Coast, were given to the library by 
Albert M. Bender, Esq., of San Francisco on the suggestion of the Librarian. 
With these as a nucleus, the Librarian plans gradually to bring together 
suffictent examples of the different stylcos and periods of printing to 
afford an outline view, at least, of the historical development of this 
vital art. Such material will be of value for the classes in history and in 
English, 

An anonymous donor with gratifying timeliness gave the University 
Library the sum of one hundred dollars as part of the purchase money for a 
set of the famous Spanish encyclopedia, Espasa. 

Dr. F. H, Folkins presented the library with a gift of 274 items, the 
largest single gift of books received during the year. Professor Tilton 
and Professor Albert donated generously. A gift of books relating to the 
Far East was most acceptable; it came from F. J. Bradshaw, and included a 


set of valuable series of the Chinese classics. A more detailed report of 


gifts will be found on appended sheet number 11, 
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2. PERIODICALS: There have been 459 periodical subscriptions received 
currently. 306 are paid subscriptions, and 15% are gifts. 41 of these 
latter are periodicals issued by the fereral government and are received 
through the depository. 481 volumes have been bound during the year. 

3, GOVERNMENT DOCUMENTS: The administration of the government docu- 
ments has continued to be a part of the responsibility of Miss Hile. Hor 
long experience with this branch of the work makes tnis policy a wise one, 
under present conditions. A number of important documents were added by 
exchange, some from The University of California at Los Angeles being 
desirable in the extreme. A generous gift was made also by the Riverside 
Public Library. A few were purchased for the Geology Department but by 
funds not in the librarian's control; this purchase included some dupli- 
cates. During the present year few duplicate goveriment documents were 
disposed of, but it is expected that in the future certain items in this 
category will be donated or exchanged, thus clearing shelf room for materials 
permanently desired, 

4. PAMPHLET MATERIAL: A beginning has been made of putting selections 
of attractive pamphlets on display, especially when they deal with topics 
of the day. What is needed is a good display rack for this purpose. 

From those received, a selection is made by the staff. Those of ephemeral 
interest or value are assigned subject headings and are entered in the 
information file under these headings. Such materials are much used by 
abbatien and by students in general. 

Other pamphlets which seem of more value are classified and cataloged, 
and then shelved in the stacks, (For a record of the pamphlets in this 


library see appended sheet number 9) 
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EQUIPMENT: 

During the period under review the delivery desk was enlarged, a most 
desirable change. A visible file record for continuations was purchased, 
new catalog cases and trays were installed, and various small items of 
equipment were added. Certain much needed pieces of equipment were not 
bought, although planned for, since the reduced budget precluded such 
expenditures. 

The present office of the librarian is by no means satisfactory. The 
air is bad, for the room is below the surface of the ground. The natural 
light also is bad. Without electric light the room cannot be worked in. 

In the late afternoon the rays of the sun shine through with such force that 
the shades must be pulled down. Such conditions profit neither the eyes 
nor the health of those who spend many hours of each week in such a room. 

A librarian's office, in this part of the world, should be located on the 
north, or on the east, side of a building in order to take advantage of the 


natural light, and the relative coolness of such exposures, 


GENERAL: 

Under this heading the librarian reports a number of facts which it is 
desirable to put en record as a part of the chronicle of the year's work. 

All professional members of the staff undertook a number of public 
engagements. Miss Hile read a paper before the catalog section at the 
American Library Association meeting in San Francisco in June, 1939, She 
spoke before the literature section of the Contemporary Club of Redlands, 
before Chapter D W of P.E.0., before Chapter II of P.E.0., and addressed 
the Women's Service Club of the First Baptist Church of Redlands. 

Mrs. Klausner spoke on "Art in America! before Chapter D W of P.E.O. 


Dr. Mood spoke to the Kiwanis Club of Redlands on European libraries, 
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addressed the Argonaut Breakfast Club of San Bernardino on the current war, 
teok part in several discussions held by the college and university section 
of the California Library Association and the annual convention in Long Beach 
in April, 1940. He attended three meetings of the college and reference 
section of the California Library Association and organized a visit of the 
historians of Southern California to the Los Angeles County Law Libzary. 

He attended several meetings of the Hystory Guild of professors of history 

of this part of the state. | 

Early in the fall term the Librarian gave close attention to the 
discipline problem in this library, and, with the cooperation of staff, 
administration, and the student council, was afterward able to recognize 
that a change for the better had taken place. The building could be made 
less noisy by proper treatment of the walls, but the pivotal factor is 
always the attitude of the student users themselves. When they want a 
quiet place to read, they have it in their power to effect the change. 

They have already given evidence that they prefer it as a quiet place for 
study. The student judicial committee will hereafter impose appropriate 

penalties on non-cooperative students. No offenders were cited to appear 
before the court during the present year. 

A library placement test was given in September, 1939, to the entering 
class. This was an innovation at Redlands. A variation in knowledge of the 
library was disclosed by this test, but the study of the data yielded by 
the test has not been céneluded, other duties having supervened. Library 
orientation tours were also given to all entering students and to transfer 


students at that time. 
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The furniture and shelving in the work room have been entirely relocated, 
with reference to the principle of fimction performed, and some gains in 
efficiency and ease of utility have thereby resulted. The tables in the 
south basement room have been relocated with reference to the source of 
lighting, and students report increased satisfaction in the new arrangement. 

The library vault has been cleaned and is now arranged on a rational plaz. 
A small closet, formerly housing an electrical mechanism, has been taken over 
as an auxiliary storage space. 

Dormitory libraries do not now exist at Redlands, and there is no eariv 
prospect of establishing them, Experience in other institutions has shown, 
however, that they are a powerful stimulus to free reading, when the books 
are well selected, up-to date, and frequently replaced, Here is a field 
for the generosity of some friend of the University who may wish to enrich 
student life. 

For the first time in the history of the library, the authorities of 
the summer session have recognized that that agency of the University has an 
obligation to contribute to the upkeep of the library, for pooks and equip- 
ment, This year the contribution will amount to three hundred dollars. 

A @losed Case was instituted during the year for the purpose of 
protecting materials not rare enough to put into the vault, but too choice or 
too desirable to be left on open shelves in the stacks. 

To assist Dr. Wilcox in his work of guidance, a quantity of books on 
vocational education and guidance have been deposited in his office. These 
were charged out from the library to Dr, Wilcox, who circulates these books 
as he sees fit, at the time when the opportunity occurs. This is a most 
desirable arrangement, and must lead to the more effective use of this spe- 


cial type of material.

The Librarian reports with satisfaction that his fellow colleagues of 
the faculty have welcomed his coming, and have done him honor in electing 
him to membership on several faculty committees. He takes pleasure in his 
membership in the history department, in which he teaches one graduate 
course, In one way or another, therefore, the gap between the faculty and 
the library is being lessened, but sooner or later, this gap should be 
eliminated. The library teaches, and teaches every day, but in a different 
manner. The only justification for its existence is that it is an educational 
agency, with skills, methods, and trained personnel that are just as desir- 
able as any other form of educational functioning. 

The Librarian takes this opportunity to express his admiration for the 
manner in which Miss Eile, his immediate predecessor and present assistant 
librarian, had the basic administrative problems solved or outlined before 
he came upon the scene. Because of her valiant efforts and energetic 
activity, he enjoyed the initial advantage of knowing that he walked upon 
firm ground and not upon a quagmire. Ee desired to record, too, that he 
has every day enjoyed the warmest and most complete cooperation in conducting 
the work of the institution in his charge. This has made his daily duty a 
source of continuous pleasure to him. 

Finally, the Librarian takes this opportunity to observe that library 
work on the collegiate level in a liberal arts institution affords a 
pleasant field for educational activity, The friendships formed with fellow 
members of the faculty, the stimulating contacts with the dynamic leadership 
of the administration, and the situation of taking part in a going concern 
the object of which is the training of the youth of this part of the country, 
combine to make this professional work a sphere of experience that is 


extremely rewarding. ye 73

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THE CATALOG DEPARTMENT 
Report for the year May 1, 1939 to 
April 30, 1940. 


The work of the Catalog department has been carried on this year under 
the supervision of several people. Miss Hazel Rea was the Cataloger until 
September 1, 1939, and was followed by Miss Jean Cook, who was in charge 
until October 22, 1939. Since that time the present Cataloger has been 
acting in a temporary capacity at the head of the department. Such frequent 
changes of personnel are obviously a deterrent to the efficient administration 
of the department, since each new cataloger necessarily requires some time 
of adjustment to routine and policies of classification. It is to be haped 
that the person secured for the position of cataloger will be permanent in 
avery real sense, in order that these constant interruptions may cease. 

There have been 4623 books cataloged by the department during the period 
from May 1, 1939 to April 30, 1940. Of these, 2348 were recent accessions, 
and 2275 were recataloged items. 

The problem of recataloging is possibly the most urgent one confronting 
us at the present time. It will be a tremendous task, but one upon which 
rests the entire future integrity of our public catalog. At present, the 
catalog is in no sense a guide to our holdings, since until about ten years 
ago there was apparently no effort put forth to make it so. We have made a 
start in these last few years toward the correction of these many errors in 
past cataloging, and are proceeding as fast as our other duties will permit. 

In addition to the classification and cataloging of each new book and 
the recataloging of old ones, the Cataloger has personally supervised each 
process through which the books must go before they are ready for use. She 
has also been in charge of the filing of cards, and has personally revised 
the filing of each card placed in our card indexes during her period of 
service. 

It is also a detriment to the cataloging efficiency that, because of the 
small number of trained people on our staff, it is necessary for the Cataloger 
to take time from her work to aid in the circulation and reference work. One 
evening each week and many weekends have been regularly spent in circulation 
and reference work,

Circulation Report 


The circulation department was under the supervision of Miss Jean Cook 
until august 30, 1939, when it was taken over by the present librarian. 

There have been from twelve to fifteen student assistants working during the 
yeur. Their duties consist of desk work, sending overdue notices, recording 
fines, shelving books and periodicals, checking government documents and 
periodicals, entering circulation statistics, and stenographic work. The 
supervision of these students is no small task. We have been fortunate in 
having a more mature student, Miss Hilda Ramseyer, who has had several years 
of library experience. She has had charge of the desk workers, and answered 
reference questions during the last two hours of the day preceding the dinner 
hour, and on Friday evenings. This has relieved the trained staff members 
at such times, making it possible for them to work when the library load is 
heaviest. There are other periods which could be covered to advantage by 
amature student with library training or acceptable library experience. 

The first semester was very difficult. An entirely new staff of desk 
workers and shelvers hat to be trained. The transfer of the men to University 
Hall made a special library problem, as the men considered the library a 
Social meeting place, With the cooperation of the Student Council there has 
been a decided change in attitude. 

All books put on reserve are handled by the circulation department. This 
year there has been more inclination on the part of the faculty to place at 
the desk those books to be used by the entire class. The limited space at 
the desk has been a deterrent. This last summer the desk was enlarged, and 
more space within the enclosure is available for shelving. It is hoped that 
this added shelving may be installed before the autumn semester. 

A survey was again made of the attendance in the library during a period 
of eleven weeks in the fall semester, and of the evenings and week ends for 
ten weeks during the second semester. These statistics are of value in deter- 
mining the peak periods in the library. 

Statistics of circulation accompany this report. (See appended sheets 
number 4 and 5) 


Reference Report 


The reference department, which offers the opportunity for teaching with 
beoks, has always been a much neglected work in this library, due to inade- 
quate staff. It was impossible to do very much during the first semester, 
but there has been a definite attempt to aid the students this semester. It 
is the aim of the staff to show students how to find material, rather than to 
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find it for them. This takes more time, but the long-term results are much 
more satisfactory, Some progress can be made at present, but not much until 
there is a larger staff, At present the loan work must of necessity receive 
the major portion of the time of the librarian in charge. 

The picture file which includes some 175 copies of paintings was 
assembled this past summer. This is a very important addition to the 
materials for the art survey course. The pamphlets for the information file 
are cared for by this department. 

This year the care of the government documents which includes their 
classification and cataloging has been continued by me, which means they 
were transferred from the catalog department to the reference. These docu- 
ments involve considerable time for their care. 


Conclusions 


There is much to be desired in our service to the public. The present 
reserve system should be abolished, and a system of closed reserves 
inaugurated, More emphasis should be placed upon the teaching function of 
the library. Both measures involve additional staff, both student and 
professional,
